AGAWAM -—- The three candidates for 
mayor, who square off in the preliminary 
election on Oct. 11, have very different views 
on how Agawam may best promote itself as 
a business-friendly environment. 

The incumbent mayor, Richard A. Cohen, 
faces two challengers: Rosemary Sandlin 
and Walter A. Meissner II. Each of the chal- 
lengers said that there is truth in the observa- 
tion of Ron LaRiviere, who wrote in a recent 
letter to the Agawam Advertiser News that 
Agawam “has been perceived as anti-busi- 
ness and there is validity to that perception.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, Cohen sees this 
notion as misguided. He has been mayor for 
five non-consecutive terms, and he believes 
that under his stewardship the climate has 
been very friendly for business. Specifically, 
he sees frugality as the key — a budgetary 
frugality that allows the town to keep its tax 
rates low, while those rates make Agawam a 
desirable commercial environment. 

Agawam has a split tax rate, and the com- 
mercial rate ($28.32) is below that of other 
area towns — slightly below the rates in West- 
field and Chicopee, and significantly below 
the rates in West Springfield, Springfield, or 
Holyoke. 


An Activist View 

At least one of his opponents, former state 
representative Rosemary Sandlin, has a more 
activist conception of what a mayor ought to 
do to attract business to a town than does 
Cohen. She noted in a recent interview that 
Agawam has a wonderful industrial park, 
but that it’s full, and she said Agawam has to 
find a suitable location for another one.

SPRINGFIELD — Decadent chocolate and candied coated- 
apples; abstract designs of legs taking on a town; unique hybrid- 
flying-animal wall creations that soar off of their displays; and 
familiar characters from Oz handing out sweet confections.

For this and similar reasons, she said, ““We 
need a full-time community development of- 
ficer, who’d go out and promote Agawam.” 
Since Agawam is close to I-91 and to Brad- 
ley Airport, “we need to maximize that,’ she 
said. 

The Route 57 spur since 1991 has given 
much of the town very easy access to I-91. 
This is sometimes seen as a drawback to 
commercial development, since it makes it 
easy for Agawam shoppers to get to exist- 
ing large malls in Holyoke, Enfield, or else- 
where. But Sandlin sees the other side of that 
coin — Agawam could become the destina- 
tion. 

Sandlin sympathizes with the notion that 
too much, or unwisely managed, retail de- 
velopment could harm the nature of the com- 
munity. But she said that need not happen. 
“Beautiful Longmeadow, a residential com- 
munity, has a Friendly’s and a Chico’s,” she 
said. Those major retail players came into 
town without any harm to its character. 

On the issue of a new industrial park, Co- 
hen replied that it 1s easier to speak of such 
a thing than it is to conjure one up. Properly 
located property has to be secured. 

As to a full-time development officer, he 
sees that as inadequately frugal. “Westfield 
has a community development person — paid 
for by a grant,’ he said. Agawam doesn’t 
qualify for such a grant, and funding one 
with at the expense of the taxpayer is not a 
proposition he wants to entertain. 


Small Business 
Asked for a view on how he would im- 
prove the town’s business climate, Meissner, 
a long-time resident who has owned proper- 
ty in Agawam since 1994, said, “Every busi-

Proposal could 
increase senior 
tax exemptions

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AGAWAM — If the Agawam City Council ap- 
proves proposed resolutions sponsored by Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen, more local seniors may be eli- 
gible for tax exemptions. 

According to Agawam Assessor Kevin Baldini, 
the two exemptions the mayor 1s proposing would 
change Clause 41C and Clause 17D. 

Clause 41C exemption options would allow the 
town to make adjustments in the eligibility require- 
ments seniors must meet in order to qualify for a 
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setts. This year was no exception. The carousal of 
craftsmanship was seen in Springfield during the 
Mattoon Street Arts Festival on the weekend of 
Sept. 10 and 11.

property tax exemption under Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws and in the amount of exemption granted 
to those who qualify. 

The current exemptions are too low and do not re- 
flect today’s economy and the needs of the residents, 
said Cohen, adding these exemptions, if approved, 
would have no impact on the tax rate, although it 
would greatly impact the individuals who qualify. 

The proposal would raise the income limits for 
single households from $13,000 to $16,500 and for 
married households from $15,000 to $22,500. In ad- 
dition, asset limits would be increased from $28,000

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Council, School comm. approve supplemental budget 


7-9 vote sets stage for council colloquy 


8-2 vote preceded by discussion, criticisms

AGAWAM -— The Agawam City Council 
passed the second supplemental budget for 
the public schools on Monday night, but 
not without some discussion and a little bit 
of criticism about the process leading to the 
presentation of the budget. 

The motion passed with a clear major- 
ity — eight in favor and two against — ef- 
fectively eliminating fees for students who 
participate in high school athletics, the 
band, and other extracurricular activities. 
The $97,000 budget will also keep the 
parking fee at $40, the amount it was last 
school year. 

Councilors in favor of the budget com- 
mented on the struggles of families to 
make ends meet and said that more fees for 
students are a form of taxation. They were 
happy to see them eliminated. 

However, Council Vice President Rob- 
ert Rossi disagreed with the procedure of 
how the fees were eliminated, and felt they 
should have never put in place to begin 
with. 

“T think there was some fluff in the 
school budget,” said Rossi. “It’s not a word 
I like using, but I do think there was. I be- 
lieve they could have found the money in 
the budget and the fees did not have to be 
put in place to begin with.” 

Rossi continued by saying he was never 
in favor of the fees. 

“T have not been in favor of them since 
the budget was presented,” said Rossi. “But 
I am also not in favor of the process of how 
we got here. These user fees were a design 
by the superintendent during the forma- 
tive process. It was brought to light back in 
February during the budget process. Since 
February, there have been nine workshop 
meetings. If user fees were such an issue, 
why didn’t someone do something before 


then? And I think there was some money to 
be found in the school’s $34 million bud- 
get.” 

The Agawam Public Schools and then- 
Superintendent Dr. Mary Czajkowski were 
charged with eliminating $1.9 million from 
their fiscal year 2012 budget. They elimi- 
nated $1.6 million and Mayor Richard Co- 
hen filled in the rest of the gap with stabi- 
lization funds. 

Following the budget process, it became 
public that the town would be receiving 
more than $220,000 in additional unre- 
stricted aid from lottery funding. State 
Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick, con- 
firmed last Friday that barring any major 
changes, the town would receive that fund- 
ing in October. 

“Those funds were passed by the gover- 
nor and signed into law with the budget,” 
said Boldyga. “I don’t see anything chang- 
ing that.” 

There was a possibility the supplemental 
budget would be voted on after the finance 
subcommittee voted to table a recommen- 
dation on the agenda item at their meet- 
ing held Sept. 14. Subcommittee Chair 
Councilor John Walsh said the committee 
wanted to receive more information and a 
breakdown of how the $97,000 would be 
used. 

But the answers to those questions were 
received just prior to the council meeting, 
which was enough to lead to a vote on the 
matter. 

Councilors George Bitzas and Robert 
Magovern both encouraged the council not 
to table the item because doing so would 
put the athletic department in the precari- 
ous position of not knowing whether or not 
the fees would actually be eliminated in the 
middle of the fall sports season. 

Bitzas also emphasized the importance 
high school sports in keeping students in- 
volved in school and out of trouble.

AGAWAM — The school committee 
unanimously voted Sept. 13 to approve a 
supplemental school budget that would use 
some part of additional and unanticipated 
state aid to replace money that would have 
been generated by new student athletic fees 
and a higher parking fee for high school stu- 
dents. 

The committee’s 7-9 vote for the supple- 
mental budget, requested by Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen, set the stage for the city council 
to hold a vote on Cohen’s budget request at 
its Sept. 19 meeting. If the city council did 
not approve a transfer of $97,000 from the 
$200,000 the town is expected to receive in 
state aid, it was likely the fees would have 
needed to be reinstated. 

The affirmative vote by the council at its 
Sept. 19 meeting is good news for parents 
and students, however, as it effectively puts 
an end to the need for any new fees for the 
current fiscal and academic year. 

The committee unanimously voted to re- 
scind fees for students who participate in 
sports and roll back the parking fee to its 
previous level. Cohen, who also serves as 
chair of the school committee, announced in 
late August that Agawam would receive the 
additional state revenue this fall. 

Cohen asked the committee to vote to 
suspend the rules which would bypass the 
regular rules to vote on his budget request 
so the council could vote on the budget at its 
Monday night meeting. Had the committee 
not suspended the rules, the council could 
not have voted on the budget request until its 
October meeting. Likewise, the mayor made 
a motion to suspend the rules at the city 
council meeting so it can vote on the budget 
that same evening. 

Normally, both groups require a proposal 
to be put on the agenda as a new business 
item so the committee or council can first 
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consider the proposal. Once it is approved, 
the proposal moves to a vote under old busi- 
ness at the next meeting. 

The additional state funds will plug a hole 
in the school budget that was going to be 
filled by the money from student fees. The 
committee had decided at its meetings dur- 
ing the summer to implement a fee to charge 
high school students $100 per team sport and 
to raise the student parking fee from $40 to 
$160. Both fees were designed to offset cuts 
in state aid that likely would have forced the 
committee to reduce teaching positions and 
eliminate school programs. 

Charging the fees was a reluctant, but nec- 
essary move, committee members said when 
they initially adopted the new athletic fees 
and increased the parking fee. They said it 
was the best option to deal with fewer state 
dollars. The committee also tried to lessen 
the financial impact of the fees by creating 
maximum caps as well as a sliding scale for 
students who qualified for free or reduced 
school lunches. 

Cohen said there was no committee mem- 
ber who had favored implementing the fees, 
but the objective was to preserve teaching 
and paraprofessional positions. 

“T made a promise that if we had addi- 
tional funds I would look into using them to 
eliminate the fees,” he said. “I’m hopeful the 
city council will pass this resolution for our 
students.” 

Committee member Shelley Reed agreed, 
and told the committee prior to voting on the 
budget request that she had heard from many 
parents who were upset about the new fees. 

During the summer, the committee also 
had considered establishing a fee for stu- 
dents who participate in extracurricular ac- 
tivities, such as the school band, the student 
newspaper, or the yearbook, but ultimately 
rejected those fees when it learned students 
are graded on their participation in those ac- 
tivities.

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Opinion 
Get your flu 
shot today! 


ith temperatures dropping, so 
drops the mosquito population, 
taking with it the risk of West 


Nile Virus and Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(see story, Page 1). But another bug is lurk- 
ing right around the corner, the flu bug, and 
public health officials are urging you to get 
your flu shot now. 

Influenza kills about 36,000 people in the 
U.S. each year, and complications from the 
flu hospitalize more than 100,000 annually. 

This year, roughly 166 million flu shots 
are being produced to fight what can be a 
deadly disease. Ample supplies are avail- 
able, and the best time to get your shot is 
now — before flu arrives. The flu season is 
typically October through May with peaks 
in January and February. 

According to Dr. Sarah Haessler from 
the Infectious Disease Division at Baystate 
Medical Center, the strains of flu expected 
to circulate during this year’s flu season are 
identical to last season, including the HIN1 
virus (Swine flu). 

Who should be vaccinated? Just about 
everyone, says the U.S. Center for Disease 
Control, including infants and children six 
months and older. Babies and children will 
require two shots this year unless they were 
vaccinated last year. Flu shots are especially 
recommended for people who are at risk for 
complications, including young children, 
pregnant women, people 50 years or older, 
people with diabetes, and heart, lung and 
kidney disease, and those who live in nurs- 
ing homes. 

And don’t worry — despite persisting 
rumors and misinformation — the flu shot 
DOES NOT give you the flu. The vaccine 
is made with inactivated virus, and if you do 
get sick after receiving the shot, blame it on 
the common cold and other infections preva- 
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businesses can save 20 percent 
of prior energy costs. Some ex- 


used, in many cases, less than 
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lent this time of year. 

The flu shot will protect you from all 
those lousy flu symptom, including fever, 
headache, tiredness, a dry cough, sore throat, 
runny or stuffy nose, muscle aches, nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea. Still, if you do get 
bit by the flu bug, you will be able to differ- 
entiate it from all the other illnesses floating 
around out there because when the flu hits, it

hits fast and hard. Symptoms come on very 
quickly and are more severe than common 
seasonal illnesses. 

Remember, even if you are vaccinated, 
you should still do your part to stop the 
spread of flu: wash your hands thoroughly 
and often, especially after you cough or 
sneeze; get plenty of sleep; drink lots of flu- 
ids; eat nutritious meals; do not touch your

eyes, nose or mouth, and avoid contact with 
people who are sick.

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“T take stuff people usually discard when 
they feel it’s too old or not pretty any more, 
and renew it,’ she said, adding she loves 
helping those pieces find new homes.

for married. The exemption amount would 
be raised from $500 to $1,000. 

The qualifying person must be at least 
70 years old by July 1 of the year to which 
the exemption applies. The income limits 
are a net amount after a standard deduction 
for Social Security/retirement allowance 
set by the Department of Revenue (DOR). 
If the change to the income and asset lim- 
its is passed by the city council, the passage 
of Clause 41D will automatically tie those 
amounts to changes in the Consumer Price 
Index as given to communities annually by 
the DOR. 

Clause 17D-Senior/Surviving Spouse/ 
Minor exemption is also being proposed 
for change, Baldini said. The current asset 
limit is $40,000 and the current exemption 
amount is $175. The proposed change would 
automatically tie the asset limit and exemp- 
tion amount to a cost of living adjustment 
as given to the communities by the com- 
missioner of revenue. To qualify, the person 
must either be 70 by July 1 of the year to 
which the exemption applies, be a surviving 
spouse, or a minor child with a parent de- 
ceased who owns and occupies the property. 

“We are trying to help the most vulner- 
able groups of people: seniors and small 
businesses,” Cohen said, alluding to a recent 
small business tax exemption the city coun- 
cil passed. “These are all small things we 
can do that don’t impact the community’s fi- 
nances that make a huge impact on personal 
finances.” 

“Tt’s just a big help,” Baldini added. 

According to Cohen, this is the third year 
the seniors have not seen a cost of living in- 
crease in Social Security. 

“T fault the government for not taking care 
of the greatest generation,” Cohen said. “It’s

up to us as a community to take care of all 
of our citizens. 

“T just hope the council will join me in 
passing this legislation to help alleviate the 
economic strain of those on a fixed income,’ 
he said. 

Exemptions are also available for people 
who are legally blind (as determined by 
the Commission for the Blind) and also for 
qualifying service veterans. There are sev- 
eral clauses for the veterans with varying 
exemption amounts, said Baldini. Generally, 
the veteran must have a service-connected 
disability of at least 10 percent to qualify for 
the minimum exemption.

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ness should be treated equally, whether 
it’s a one-man shop or a 100-man shop.”

id you know that when you donate blood 
[):« get a mini-exam that will provide 

you with your blood pressure, tempera- 
ture, iron level and cholesterol level? Results 
from those mini-exams have encouraged many 
donors to follow up with their physician to help 
with health concerns that would have otherwise 
remained undiagnosed. 

Last week, Fitness First in Feeding Hills hosted 
the Mercy Blood Mobile for Agawam residents 
who were interested in donating blood. 

The entire donation process takes about an hour 
to complete, but actual blood collection only lasts 
10 minutes. There are four components to the pro- 
cess: registration, health history and mini-physi- 
cal, donation, and refreshment. 

During registration, prospective donors will 
read about blood donation and will be asked to fill 
out a form with demographic and basic health in- 
formation. After completing registration, a health- 
history interview will be conducted and donors 
will be given a mini-physical to check tempera- 
ture, iron level, blood pressure, and pulse. 

A low iron level is the most common reason 
for deferral, so the physical is an important part 
of the process. 

After the physical, those individuals who are 
accepted as blood donors will be prepped for the 
donation, which takes between five and 15 min- 
utes. One pint of blood is all that is collected from 
each person, but for every pint, up to three people 
would be able to receive blood products since the 
blood is separated into red blood cells, plasma and 
platelets. 

There are different types of blood, all of which 
are needed on a regular basis: A, B, AB, A-posi- 
tive, B-positive, O-positive, and O-negative, 
which is considered the universal blood type and 
an be utilized by anyone. 

The blood mobile at Fitness First will return ev- 
ery eight weeks. The next scheduled visit is Nov. 
9 from 9 a.m. to 2p.m. 

The decision to donate blood is an important 
one, especially with the critical need at hospitals

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locally and nationally. The American Red Cross 
has these helpful blood facts listed on its Web site 
(www.redcrossblood.org) for anyone looking for 
more information about becoming a blood donor. 


Blood needs 

e Every two seconds someone in the U.S. needs 
blood. 

e The average red blood cell transfusion is ap- 
proximately three pints. 

e The blood type most often requested by hos- 
pitals is Type O. 

e The blood used in an emergency is already on 
the shelves before the event occurs. 

e A single car accident victim can require as 
many as 100 pints of blood. 


Blood supply 

e The number of patients who receive blood in 
the U.S. in a year: 5 million. 

e Less than 38 percent of the U.S. population is 
eligible to give blood. 

e Type O-negative blood (red cells) can be 
transfused to patients of all blood types. 

e Type AB-positive plasma can be transfused to 
patients of all other blood types. 


Blood donation process 

¢ Blood donation is a four-step process: regis- 
tration, medical history and mini-physical, dona- 
tion and refreshments. 

e The actual blood donation typically takes less 
than 12 minutes. The entire process, from the time 
you arrive to the time you leave, takes about an 
hour and 15 minutes.

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Harvest Moon Farm boasts fres

AGAWAM — Harvest Moon Farm on 
128 North West St. in Feeding Hills is a 
farm and stand run by father and son team, 
Everett and Todd Brown. Former registered 
Holstein farmers, the hardworking duo of- 
fer fresh and uncommon produce like Silver 
Queen corn and over 50 varieties of pump- 
kin, winter squash and gourd. 

“T always liked cows but when I got hurt I 
had to get rid of them,” said Everett Brown, a 
life-long farmer forced to sell his successful 
South Deerfield farm after being badly in- 
jured by acow. “I don’t want to sit in a rock- 
ing chair so we started raising vegetables.” 

The Browns now grow heirloom veg- 
etables of all kinds, including corn, sum- 
mer squash, zucchini, and peppers. They 
also raise hanging plants and hearty mums, 
an accomplishment given the fact that they 
have no greenhouse. 

The weather has been tough on the Browns 
this year. The farm’s 125 heirloom tomato 
plants made for an abundant yield this sum- 
mer and they credit the way they tie them, 
with the Florida Weave, as the secret to the 
crop’s success. Luckily, the secret to raising 
good corn is water and they had plenty of 
that. 

“We're the only stand in the area that has 
Silver Queen corn. A guy from Boston driv- 
ing by stopped in when he saw our sign, 
along with an elderly couple from Wilbra- 
ham who came back twice in one week. 
That’s a long way to come just for corn,” 
said Todd Brown. 

The wet spring, conversely, meant the late 
planting of their six acres, including a plot 


on Suffield Street, with pumpkin, winter 
squash and gourd. The crop, scheduled to 
arrive in mid-October, will include different 
shapes and colors from countries like Italy, 
France, Spain and Japan plus ornamental 
types for display. 

“People can come up to the farm stand 
and kids can get mini pumpkins for a dol- 
lar or really big pumpkins. Last year, we had 
some 100-200 pound ones!” laughed Everett 
Brown, while sitting for a quick break with 
Mama Kitty, the farm’s cat. 

The 85 year-old grew up on the street 
where his farm currently stands and went to 
school in the one-room Grange Schoolhouse 
as a child. He was once named the Straw- 
berry King, a title usually reserved for his 
brother Noel, a Feeding Hills strawberry 
farmer. He even played football on the Suff- 
ield AA Semi-Pro football team, a champion 
team made up solely of farmers. 

Since most of the Browns’ land is taken 
up by gourd and squash crops, the fruits and 
vegetables they have are bought from other 
local farmers. This is specifically done for 
one reason. 

“When the average traveling time from 
the farm to the grocery store is 5-7 days and 
1,200-1,500 miles, why not keep local lo- 
cal?” asked Todd Brown, noting that Maine 
potatoes are usually shipped west while Ida- 
ho potatoes are shipped east. 

“That’s what we’re trying to do here. Our 
definition of local isn’t the 400-mile radius 
that the stores use. It’s from down the street 
or in our area of the state.” 

Six different varieties of apples are trucked 
in from a Southampton orchard along with 
plums, pears, nectarines, apricots, blueber- 
ries, Strawberries and raspberries from other
